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CONSTITUTION. 

From  a  long  series  of  experience  we.  the  churches  of  Jesus  Christ,  bein^ 
regularly  baptized  upon  a  profession  of  our  faith  in  Christ  are  convincea  of 
iiic  ucccssuy  ui  <»  coaiuinauoii  oi  cnurcnes  in  oraer  lo  perpetuate  a  union 
and  communion  among  us,  and  preserve  and  maintain  a  correspondence 
with  each  other  in  a  union  We  therefore  propose  to  keep  the  following 
plan  of  government. 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  and  known  as  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  by  the 
different  churches  in  our  Union,  who  shall  be  known,  designated  and  styled 
as  Indians  or  ienial  descendants  of  Indians,  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association  who  shall  be  members,  whom  they  judge  best  qualified 
for  that  purpose  and  producing  letters  from  their  respective  churches  certi- 
fying their  appointment  as  delegates.  And  further,  that,  no  church  shall  be 
represented  which  holds  any  member  in  any  official  capacity,  who  is  not  an 
Indian  or  a  colonial  descendant  of  Indians.  No  church  shall  be  recognized 
which  permits  any  unorthodox  minister  to  fill  the  stand 

Art.  3.  In  the  letters  from  the  different  churches  shall  be  expressed 
the  members  in  full  fellowship,  those  baptised,  received  by  letter,  restored, 
dismissed,  excommunicated  and  died  since  las:  session 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it  over 
God's  heritage,  nor  shall  they  have  any  ecclesiastical  power  over  the  churches 
nor  shall  they  iniringe  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  any  church  m  the  Union. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderatoi,  Clerk  and 
Treasurer,  and  a  Committee  for  Ministers'  relief  fund,  chosen  by  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  an  Executive  Board  composed  of  nine  members. 

Art.  6.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  on  petition,  by  letter  ana  dele- 
gates, if  upon  examination  they  be  found  orthodox  and  orderly,  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  Association,  which  shall  be  manifested  bv  the  moderator  yiv- 
ing  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  provided  further,  that  no  church  be  admitted 
without  first  securing  a  home,  that  is.  a  site  on  which  to  build,  with  color  ti- 
tle for  said  property,  said  title  lo  be  first  examined  by  a  committee 

Art,  7,  Every  church  in  the  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation 
ID  the  Association,  but  shall  have  only  three  members  from  each  church. 

Art.  8.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  consid- 
eration of  the  Association  excepct  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  membei  who  made  it. 

Art.  9.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an  Associa- 
tion Fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  the  same,  for  the  raising  ana 
supporting  of,  what  we  think  it  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the  Union  to 
contribute  Tolnntarily  such  sums  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  send  by  their 
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delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money  ^Jius  contributed  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  by  the  Association,  who  shall  be  accountable 
to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  received  by  him  and  paid  out  according  to 
directions  of  the  Association. 

Art.  10.  The  Annual  session  of  the  Association  shajl  be  on  Thursday  be- 
fore the  third  Sunday  in  November  at  such  pl^ce  as  laay  be  chosen. 

Art.  11.  The  Association  shall  have  power  ;  1.  To  provide  for  the  gen- 
eral union  of  churches.  2.  To  preserve  inviolably  a  chain  of  cummunica- 
tion  among  the  churches  3.  To  give  the  churches  all  necessary  advice  m 
matters  of  difficulty.  4  To  inquire  into  the  cause  if  the  churches  failed 
to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in  the  Association  5.  To  appropriate 
money  contributed  by  the  churches  to  the  Association  fund  to  any  purpose 
they  deem  proper.  6  To  appoint  any  member,  by  and  with  their  consen 
to  transact  any  business  they  mav  see  proper.  To  withdraw  from  any  cnurch 
in  this  Union  which  shall  violate  the  rules^of  the  Association,  deviating tron. 
the  orthodox  priciples  of  religion.  8  To  adjourn  themselves  at  the  time 
specified  above  at  such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  12.  This  form  or  plan  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
session  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

Art.  1,    This  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 
Art.  2.    The  Moderates.  Clerk  and  TreasnTer  shall   be  chosen  by  the 
members  present 

Art.  3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  It  avme.  who  shall  rise  and  address 
the  Moderator  when  he  is- about  ^«  ma4te^§V speech 

Art,  4  The  person  tfius  speaking  shaiVEot  be'Ttrterrucpted  in  his  speech 
by  any  one  except  the  Moderator  until  he  is  done  speaking 

Art.  5,     He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and  in  no  wise  reflect  on 
tVip  pert"  "  h    ..poke  before,  so  a=  to  rerDark  on  hi<;  slips,  failing?  r^r  ^r^^-- 
fections,  but  shall  state  the  case  and  matters  as  clearly  as  he  can  so  as  to  cor.- 
vey  his  light  or  idea 

Art,  6  N'>  n»T;ber  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  from  :nt 
Association  without  permission 

Art,  7,  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Association. 

Art.  8.  No  person  shall  engage  in  light  or  frivolous  conversation,  laugh- 
ing, etc.,  during  the  sitting' of  the  Association,  or  whisper  in  time  of  speeci- 

Art.  9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  member  oy 
any  other  name  than  that  of  brother.

■  An,  10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  him 
from  speaking  until  he  pives  his  light  on  the  subject  except  he  break  the 
rules  of  decorum 

Art.  11.  The  names  of  the  delegates  of  the  Association  shall  be  enrolled 
by  the  Clerk  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

Art  12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  last  to  speak  on  the  subject,  who  may 
give  his  opinion,  if  he  pleases,  before  he  puts  the  matter  to  a  vote,  but  shall 
not  vote  himself  unlesss  the  Association  be  divided. 

Art.  13.  Any  member  who  shall  knowingly  or  willingly  break  anv  erf 
these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  it  shall  think  proper. 

Art.  14.  These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  bv  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.
